Bingham Says South’s Ills ® 
Holding All of U. S. Back 


Louisville Publisher Asserts 
Needed Before Nation 
Substantial 


The south must retain some of | 
the wealth now being drained off. 
by industrial sections if the Unit- 


economic health, Barry Bingham, 
publisher of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, declared last night in 
opening a southern conference on 


“Tomorrow’s Children.” 

The speaker said a return of 
some of the money leaving this 
section is not selfishness, but “is 
the only way to give the whole 
United States a better balanced 
economy.” 

“This country,” Bingham said, 
“can never enjoy economic good 
health as long as one section is 


Draining Riches. 
The industrial sections, he as- 
serted, are draining the riches off 
the south’s raw materials. 


At the same time, the Louisville 
publisher warned that the south is 
“slowly breaking down respect for 
democracy” through poll taxes 
which he declared were “disfran- 
chising 75 per cent of its people.” 

Eight southern states, he point- 
ed out, require a poll tax asa 
prerequisite: to voting, limiting 
their balloting to only one out of 
every four adults as compared 
with an average of three out of 
four who vote in other states. 

Bingham urged southerners to 
admit a problem exists and study 
its nature to find the proper meth- 
of of solution. He continued: 

“We all know what the psychol- 
ogy of defeat can do to a nation. 
We saw oppression settle over 
Germany in the early 1920’s and 
out of that feeling of despair grew 
the hunger for a leader like Hitler. 
The south of 1865 allowed itself 
no such indulgence. 

“The south stands ready for a 
second reconstruction and this 
time it must build more soundly 


than before. The most encourag- 


ing thing about the south today is 


Return of Money to Dixie 
Can Hope To Regain

the evidence that active leaders in 
southern affairs are coming to 
grips with their problems, There 
is a stirring, a ferment among 
southern people that I do not be- 
lieve has ever existed before.” 

Bingham predicted fate may 
“force the south out. of its agricul- 
tural rut” as he pleaded for im- 
provements in southern education, 
farming, health, slums, poverty 
and negro-white co-operation as a 
means of helping America solve 
national problems, 


He pointed out that for genera- 
tions southern states have “squan- 
dered” their soil to raise cotton 
and tobacco, largely for export 
markets which have been reduced 
continuously by tariffs, 


“Now fate in the form of a Eu- 
ropean war has stepped in to cur- 
tail still further our foreign mar- 
kets,’ he asserted. “Millions of 
acres will have to be taken out of 
cotton in the next few years and 
put into other crops which can be 
consumed in America.” 

He estimated that the south’s 
industrial productivity could be 
increased one-third by overcom- 
ing malaria alone, saving an esti- 
mated loss of $500,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Southern farmers—chiefly ten- 
ants and share-croppers—are per- 
mitting erosion to carry away more 
than $300,000,000 worth of fertile 
topsoil yearly, the publisher em- 
phasized, yet the south pays three- 
fifths of the nation’s fertilizer bill 
with only one-fifth of the coun- 
try’s income. He added: 

“First we throw away the fer- 
tility of our soil by careless farm- 
ing and then we try to buy it back 
with expensive fertilizer. If we 
don’t try to understand the short- 
comings of the sharecroppers and 
do something to correct them, they 
are going to ruin our land and end 
by starving us all along with them- 
selves.” 

Turning his fire to freight rate 
barriers, Bingham charged that 
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the federal government, under 
“influence” of the industrial east, 
converted the Mason-Dixon line 
into a “Chinese wall” to surround 
the south and prevent its com- 
peting in industry. 

Hopes for Opportunity. 

*T hope this conference’ will 
chart a course for the south’s fu- 
ture that will provide a larger 
measure of opportunity for every

DEBT DISPUTE PUT » 
IN CONGRESS’ LAP 


Morgenthau Says He Won’t 
Draw ‘One Penny’ Over 
45-Billion Limit. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(UP) 
Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., wrapped the con- 
troversy over the future ceiling of 
the public debt into a neat pack- 
age and dropped it on the front 
steps of congress. 

He told reporters that he would 
not draw. checks “one penny” over 
the statutory debt limit of $45,- 
000,000,000. The debt stood to- 
day at $41,168,000,000, and Mor- 
genthau asserted that the treasury 
would be able to stay within the 
limit until the legislators meet 
again in January, 

Up to Congress. 

Then, he said, it is up to. con- 
gress which makes the laws and 
votes appropriations, 

“I’m only the paymaster,” Mor- 
genthau explained. 

Unless the law makers stray 
far from precedent and begin to 
economize on the eve of an elec- 
tion, they have two courses open 
to meet the approaching problem: 

1. Raise the debt ceiling to per- 
mit additional treasury borrowing. 

2. Impose new taxes. 

Morgenthau doubted that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would recommend 
a raise in the debt ceiling. A 
“trial balloon” sent up by the ad- 
ministration at the last session to 
test sentiment on such a plan 
plopped to earth immediately, 
studded with darts from Repub- 
licans and conservative Demo- 


crats. 
e Always Reluctant. 

Always reluctant to vote higher 
taxes, congressmen will not do so 
before hurrying out to campaign 
for re-election, experts believe. 
Chairman Robert L. Doughton, 
Democrat, North Carolina, of the 
ways and means committee, 
echoed the hope of most of his 
colleagues when he said that it 
might not be necessary to bring 
up a tax bill next session. 

He is counting on higher treas< 
ury collections as a result of im- 
proved business ‘conditions to 
cone possible retention of present 
evies.

U.S. DENIED BRAZIL 
INCREASE IN NAVY 


Hughes Threat Bared; Larg- 
er Force Would Help in 
Present War. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 9.—(UP) 
The State Department intervened 
in 1924 to prevent Brazil from 
constructing a navy which, had 
it been built, might be capable to- 
day of patrolling that country’s 
sector of the All-America safety 
zone, hitherto secret correspond- 
ence revealed tonight.

British Think Explosion 
Will Force Hitler to Action 


English Man in the Street Expects War in West To Take 
a Real Turn.as a Result of Beer Cellar Bombing; Of- 
ficial¢ Hint Fuehrer May Have ‘Planned’ It. 


By HENRY T. GORRELL. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—(UP)—The 
British people believed tonight 
that Fuehrer Adolf Hitler will 
“either have a go at us now or 
drop the whole show” as a result 
of the attempt on his life at Mu- 
nich and reported Nazi threats 
against Belgium and the Nether- 
lands. : 

British government officials re- 
marked caustically that circum- 
stances surrounding the Munich 
bombing appeared similar to those 
of the Reichstag fire of 1933, from 
the ashes of which the Nazi dic- 
tatorship rose to power. 

Anti-Nazi quarters persistently 
have accused Hitler of having set 
the fire himself to create a “Com- 
munist terror” in Germany and 
provide an excuse for setting up 
a dictatorship. 

Whatever the underlying rea- 
sons of the Munich bombing, the 
British people were revealed, ‘in 
a curbstone canvass tonight, to be 
generally agreed that the war has 
reached a turning point after two 
months of doldrums and diplo- 
matic sparring. 

The belief was encouraged by 
newspaper headlines reporting 
German pressure against Belgium 
and the Netherlands and other re- 
ports that the Nazis are prepar- 
ing to send a “huge air armada” 
to bomb Britain.

tonight that they had found evi- 
dence that a timing device set off 
the explosion and that careful and 
extensive preparations had been 


made. 

They expressed the opinion that 
skilled experts had arranged the 
plant. They said no specific in- 
dividuals or groups were suspect- 
ed, but that their inquiry had pro- 
vided good tips. 

Nazis used the word “miracle” 
in commenting on the escape of 
Hitler and other government 
heads, pointing out that the custo- 
mary program for the observance 
of the unsuccessful 1923 putsch 
was changed in order to- enable 
the Fuehrer to return earlier to 
Berlin. 

The explosion occurred at 9:21 
p.m., just 11 minutes after Hitler 
had left. It demolished the interior 
of the famous Nazi rallying center 
in the early days of the National 
Socialist movement and tore off 
most of the roof. 

Hitler carefully examined pho- 
tographs of thé scene when he ar- 
rived this morning at the chancel- 
lery in Berlin. 

British, Jews Accused. 

The rostrum from which he 
spoke last night lay under nine 
feet of debris, leading to a theory 
that an explosive-had been plac- 
ed between the ceiling and floor- 
ing directly above where he stood. 

It required eight hours for res- 
cuers to clear away the wreck- 
age and recover the bodies of the 
dead. 

Authorities kept silent .on any 
concrete results their investigation 
may have produced. 

The entire press charged Jews 
and the British secret service were 
resonsible. 

Officials, however, declined to 
comment on whether there was a

The Dies Committee 
The Dies committee of investigation into 
un-American activities of various individuals 
and groups in this country has, in some as- 
pects, made itself ludicrous in the eyes of the 


_ public and, in others, has performed really im- 


portant and valuable service for the country. 

Since it first began its hearings the com- 
mittee has witnessed a remarkable change of 
attitude in public opinion. It was at first re- 
garded, by most people, as a ludicrous sort of 
hullaballoo, entirely out of proportion to the 
objective sought. It was acknowledged there 
were a few Communists and Communist organi- 
zations in this country, together with a Nazi 
Bund or two and a handful, probably, of spies 
and agents for foreign governments who sought 
to sow seeds of eventual revolution among us. 
But that they were in sufficient number to 
constitute any genuine threat was considered 
absurd. | : 

The conduct of the Dies committee hear- 
ings has been, on the whole, unfortunate. It 
has, to be true, uncovered some startling and 
dangerous conditions but it has lent itself to 
the art of lampoonist and laid itself open to 
the snickers of the incredulous. - 

Today, however, while the committee is still, 
in some of its actions, ill-advised, the people 
generally are awake to the fact there is a very 
real danger from the organizations, the foreign 
agents and the other bofers from within who 
would, if they could, destroy American democ- 
racy and deliver the people of this country to 
the control of one or another of the various 
isms that plague other parts of the world. 

It is not, of course, the activities of the Dies 
committee that are alone responsible for this 
awakening by the American people. 
credit must be given to the American Legion. 
And the shock of the treaty between Stalin and 
Hitler, Communist and Nazj, contributed not 
a little to the new awareness. World events are 
of a nature to rudely open all eyes and render 
all lovers of individual liberty alert to dangers 
within and without. 

Whatever the cause of the awakening, 
however, the Dies committee finds itself fac- 
ing a far different public attitude than that 
which chuckled at its birth. Today the evils 
it attacks are at least taken seriously and all 
Americans wish it success in its efforts. 

At the same time, however, there is the wish 
that the committee conduct, if it is to continue 
its work, will be better advised. The people 
want results wherever real danger lurks, but 
they are tired of witch hunts. They would like 
to see the committee get down to serious in- 
vestigations and forget the absurdities which 
have, in the past, brought laugh-provoking 
headlines. 

The committee is, at last, faced with op- 
portunity to perform real service for the na- 
tion. All required is that it shall direct its 
efforts with greater wisdom than has been dis-

He told 
them they had been degraded, humiliated, and that their sickly re- 
public was not really their own.

World Peaceways, Inc., is a non-profit organization whose prop- 
aganda in the last few years has done much to make Americans 
dread and hate war. 

Soon after the present war began, an item in one of the news 
weeklies declared that World Peaceways had changed its tactics 
and hereafter, in its advertising, would expose the sins of England 
a France as an antidote to the American prejudice against Nazi 

ermany. 

This seemed to me an unwise proceeding and I said as much 
in this. column. 

On another occasion, a year or two ago, I had and . 
mented upon another item of equal importance Fgura 
another news weekly. It concerned the distinguished merchant whe 
was then our ambassador to France. ! 

In each instance it developed that the story had no foundation 
in fact. World Peaceways informs me that it has no such inten- 
tions as that ascribed to it. 

Thus with the best intentions I unwittingly served the cause 
of untruth by further circulating “news” that happened: only in 
somebody’s too fertile imagination. The mischief can never be 
wholly undone, for many who saw the original statement will fail 
to see the correction. 

Cynical laymen rejoice in such errors, for they seem to sup- 
port their contention that “you can’t believe what you see in 
print.” Yet such mistakes are no more significant than typographical 
errors, proving only that to err is human. 

Few laymen realize what tremendous and painstaking effort 
the public prints make to get the truth. Facts are the newsgather- 
er’s gods. He hates untruth as the devil hates righteousness, The 
news magazines, like the daily papers and the press associations, 
spend fortunes every day to get the plain, unbiased, unvarnished 
truth. They and the radio people now have over one thousand men 
hunting facts in Europe. They don’t spend their money to get 
untruth. They could invent that. 

Yet, they do get fooled, for honest people err and even great 
men speak falsely when policy seems to require it. But in America 
there is no intentiénal faking of news. A news photographer who 
“nosed” a news picture last year went out on his ear. Truth is 
mighty and must prevail.

Honor-Tricks 
In Same Suit 


By Harold Sharpsteen. 


Before we bid for the right to 
play a hand at bridge, we should 
make certain we can fulfill our 
partnership obligation and make 
good on our bargain in the event 
the rest of the players around the 
table accept our proposition. 

Nothing destroys partnership 
confidence quicker than an open- 
ing bidder who always expects 
partner’s hand to save the day. 
We must learn to appreciate our 
own trick-taking strength and 
then bid or pass accordingly. 


TRIPLE VALUES. 


In last Friday’s Lesson No. 4 of 
this special ’"Teen-Age series, the 
complete Culbertson honor-trick 
table was given. The honor-trick 
count of our hand represents the 
estimated trick-taking value of 
our high-cards ,.. the Aces, Kings, 
Queens, Jacks and Tens, at (1) 
our own bids; (2) in support to 
partner’s bids; (3) in defense of 
opponent’s bids. 

OPPONENTS MAY TRUMP. 


Because there is a possibility of 
a third lead of our suit being 
trumped by adversaries, we are 
cautioned not to count more than 
two honor-tricks in the same suit, 
as when holding the Ace-King. 
Holding the Ace-King-Queen, it 
is problematical if our Queen will 
win or lose. 


ACE-QUEEN COMBINATION. 

The Ace-Queen of the same suit 
is valued at 1 1-2 honor-tricks be- 
cause half the time our Ace-Queen 
will win two tricks, half the time 
one trick, depending upon the po- 
Sition of the missing King. 

_ The King-Queen-Jack combina- 
tion is likewise valued at 1 1-2 
honor-tricks, but for a different 
reason. Leading the King from 
King-Queen-Jack does force the 
adverse Ace and promote the 
King and Queen to winners, but 
again it is problematical whether 


the Jack of the suit will win or 


be trumped. It is given a 50-50 

rating after conceding the Queen 

to be worth one defensive trick. 
TOTAL ALL HANDS. 

The simplest, surest and most 
fascinating method for learning to 
count our honor-tricks is to shuf- 
fle a deck of cards thoroughly and 
deal four separate hands of 13 
cards each around the table as in 
a regular game of bridge. 

Sort each hand according to 
suits and arrange them in order 


at opposite sides of the table./; 


Count the honor-tricks in each 
hand carefully, referring to the 
table published last Friday in Les- 
son No, 4. 

Keep close tab, with pencil and 
paper, of the number of honor-

Continue this drill and practice 
counting the hands at every op- 


portunity, always remembering to 4 


keep an accurate count of each

RULE OF EIGHT. 

We will soon discover that re- 
gardless of how these high-cards 
are distributed around the table, 
the average total in four hands is 
eight honor-tricks. That bit of in- 
formation will shortly prove a 
priceless asset as we progress in 
our studies of contract bridge for 
next Friday we learn about this 
Rule of Eight.

| With Vitamin 


Concentrates 
By Ida Jean Kain. 


The story of the vitamins, which 
has been running from day to day 
this week, would be incomplete 
without some reference to the con- 
centrates, These are made by 
pharmaceutical firms and dis- 
penses through the drug stores and 
even over the cosmetic counters of 
department stores. 

Doctors and nutritionists alike 
stress the advisability of securing 
your vitamins in the form of food. 
Valuable as they are, the concen- 
trates should not be considered <3 


janything more than dietary supple- 


ments. 

It seems to bé a human failing 
to act on the assumption that if a 
little is good, more is better... but 
it is very easy to take too many 
of the concentrates and upset the 
digestive tract. Many persons can-. 
not handle them in the amounts 
suggested for the average and 
rather than specify an amount, 
some firms prefer to have the doc- 
tor prescribe for the individual. 

If you were under the impres- 
sion that you could rely entirely 
upon the concentrates, you might 
be tempted to leave the protective 
foods out of the menus. That would 
be extremely unwise. There are 
probably many essential elements 
in the vitamin-supplying foods 
which have not been incorporated 
in the concentrates. In all cases 
the menus should be balanced to 
include the protective foods, the 
concentrates used as supplements, 

By careful planning, the low 
calorie menus can be made to fur- 
nish the vitamins and minerals in 
adequate amounts. But there is 
some doubt that a diet restricted 
to 1,000 calories can supply the 
protective elements in optimal 
amounts, And since optimal 
amounts are needed for exuberant 
health, the concentrates might well 
be used in conjurction with the 
prolonged low calorie diet. 


Reducers generally are more 
content to remain on their diets, 
have more pep, and feel less-hun- 
gry for the use of one vitamin A, 
B, C capsule daily. 

But any reducer who takes less 
than 1,000 calories per day and 
who relies on the vitamin and min- 
eral concentrates to make up the 
deficit in the protective foods 
should be under the supervision 
of a doctor. On so restricted a 
diet you reduce at a speed that 
may be dangerous to your health 
and calamitous to your appear- 
ance, 

Another supplementary measure 
the reducer cannot afford to over- 
look is exercise. Without it, you 
cannot hope to do a beautiful job 
of slimming. Don’t miss tomor- 
row’s article on exercise.

Odom Fanning, who got it from Major McLendon direct. 


It was Captain McLendon 


keep as mementoes of our com- 
pany’s first shots. 


“We had no means of knowing 
whether any other company had 
commenced firing or not until the 
afternoon of the day, October 23, 
1917. At that time we received 
word to send the first eight shells 
to the War Department to be pre- 
sented to President Wilson and the 
members of his cabinet. Although 
we had planned to keep them all, 
the first eight had to be sent im- 
mediately. 

Has Two “First Shells.” * 

“T still have two of the remain- 
ing 16 shells. I placed a note in 
the first one explaining what time 
it was fired and where. 

“Later, a hole about an inch in 
diameter was blown in the barrel 
of the gun by a German shell. I 
then made arrangements with my 
superior officers to communicate 
with General Pershing about sav- 
ing the gun as an historical relic. 
Word was soon received from 
Pershing to send it to an arsenal 
to be dismantled and shipped to 
the United States. 

“Several years after the war I 
again saw the gun where it is at 
present, in the museum of the 
West Point Military academy. 
There also are all the documents 
and records of it, beginning with 
my suggestion to save it, and in- 
cluding General Pershing’s order; 
bill of lading; freight records. 

Sailed in “Atlanta.” 

“Tncidentally, a note is made of 
the fact that it was transported to 
America on the steamship, ‘City 
of Atlanta,’ of the Savannah 
Line. 

“And what happened to the first 
shell? 

“The first shell was presented 
to President Wilson, who kept it 
at. the White House during the 
remainder of his term. After his 
death, I communicated with Mrs. 
Wilson and learned that she still 
had it. It is in her possession to- 
day.” 

That is the story of the shot 
that was heard around the world. 
Major Is War Hero. 

Though Major McLendon is too 
modest to admit it. the Alumni 
Directory of Emory University re- 
veals that he took part in every 
battle fought by the First Division 
and that he was cited by Gen- 
eral Pershing for meritorious serv- 
ice, 

He also was awarded the Croix 
de Guerre with palm by the 
French government for gallantry 
in the battle of Soissons, July, 
1918. He was promoted to major 
in November, 1918, and was re- 
tired May 19, 1920, due to dis- 
ability resulting from wounds re- 
ceived in action. 

Major McLendon is a cum 
laude graduate of Emory, he re- 
ceived his Master’s Degree at Co- 
lumbia University and after the 
war took post-graduate work at 
the University of Strassburg, 
France, and at the School of Po- 
litical Science in Paris. He now 
resides in California.

Receipts from sale of hunting 
and fihing licenses in Georgia are 
nearly double those for a similar 
three-month period in 1938, B. M. 
Johnson Jr., assistant director and 
cashier of the State Wild Life Di- 
vision, reported yesterday. . 

Johnson released figures show- 
ing that gross sale of licenses for 
August, September and October 
totaled $77,157.20 this year as 
compared to $40,746.61 for these 
months in 1938. 

Of this amount $21,968.50 came 
from licenses issued by the State 
Revenue Department under the 
mew plan which requires that all 
fees be paid to this unit. This 
plan went into effect October 1, 
and although criticized by hunters 
and former license agents in some 
sections, appears to be more’ work- 
able than the old plan which saw 
the Wild Life Division lose $31,- 
000 last year because of various 
irregularities. 

The sudden increase in receipts, 
Johnson observed, may be partly 
attributed to the rush before the 
application system was adopted. 
However, he expressed belief that 
stricter enforcement on top of the 
general sentiment toward the new 
set-up, have been the main factors 
in the license upturn.
